THE FLAMES LICK UP A NORTH 
CAROLINA TOWN,

The Business Portion of the Town Burned to the 
Ground-Large Warehouses of Tobacco aud

DuRHAM, N, C., November 16.—Fire origi- 
nated at 3a.m, in the grocery store of R. H. 
Atwater and burned a large part of the busi- 
ness portion ofthetown. The loss is estimat- 
ed at $500,000, Among the individual losses 
are: Jacob Levy, dry goods $8,000; insurance 
$2,500. A.M. Riggsby, general merchandise, 
less $4,000, fully insured, R. W. Atwater, 
grocery, loss $4,000; insurance $2000.

It caught the great tobacco 
warehouse of E. J. Parish, in the rear, and 
consumed that entire square—thirteen build- 
ings, all brick. It crossed to the next square 
northward, and destroyed the prize houses of 
Umstead & Co., and Parish & Co., and the 
Durham bank. The First Methodist church 
was in imminent danger, when the wind sud- 
denly changed and the fire turned eastward 
on the third block, consumed the residence 
of Ed Lyon. After four hours the fire died 


out, No one wasinjured. There was no water | 


supply. 

Mae logs in tobacco foots up 1,500,000 pounds. 
There were 700 hogsheads of it in Parigh’s 
warehouse alone, besides that in Umstead’s, 
and in the various prize houses. Immense 
quantities were removed into adjacent streets, 
but could notbe saved. The time lock of the 
vault in the bank of Durham was set for nine 
o’clock a. m.. and the bank’s valuables, there- 
fore, could not be reached, All the mail mat- 
ter in the postoffice was saved. The Tobacco 
Plant, newspaper office, was destroyed. The 
mills and factories were not in that part of 
town and are not involved. Contracts for re- 
building have been already made.

THE MOEN MYSTERY. 


FURTHBR FACTS ABOUT THS 
BLACKMAILING CASE. 


ATalk With One of Wilson's Lawyers— The Prosecu- 
tion Entirely Outside of the Question of Black- 
matiling—A Gecret That Will Never be 
Divulged—Other Factajof the Case. 


The Moen mystery is still a mystery. 
It is puzzling the people not onlyjof Massa- 
chusette, but of the entire country. Possibly 


not more than two people in the world know 


the key with which Doc Wilson, the hostler, 
opened the doors to the vast wealth of the 
barbed wire fence manufacturer. In Massa- 
chusetts the belief is that, with the story un- 
told, the goose which has laid the gilded ogg 
for Wilson is not killed. No two give the 
same explanation of the case to-day any more 
than they did two years ago. The story of 
the hermit who twisted two pieces of wire to- 
gether and made the first barbed fence wire 
ever known, but who suddenly disappeared, 
is no longer repeated, The blackmail charge 
has disposed of that, as ithas of the yarn that 
the idea of barbed fence wire was obtained 
from where no one but Wilson and the presi- 
dent of the organization know. The hint of 
former days, by which it was attempted to 
connect Mr. Moen’s son with a strange affair 
in New York city, of which Wilson was the 
witness, is heard again, but there is no more 
of a oar a pe nin F — It is all 
speculation. 6m ry is still a mystery. 

Mr.Moen has always been regarded asa 
man of firmness, decision and action, and the 
explanation offered in thiscase is not regarded 
as in accord with his reputation. The public 
is more mystified than ever,and even those 
who have followed the case most closely are at 
a loss ing a conclusion. Mr. Moen’s 
character has not suffered by the mysterious 
hints in the past. It is not affected by the 
developments of the ger and there isa 
general feeling that the affair should be ex- 
plained to relieve a feeling of uneasiness 
which naturally prevails when the head of 
the industry upon which from 12,000 to 15,000 
of the 75,060 people of Worcester depend for 
their living has been so completely in the 
power of an unscrupulous adventurer. The 
concern has paid oust $25,000,000 in wages in 
the last twenty-five years, principally to 
Worcester mechanics. The story which has 
been the means of extorting so much mone 
from its manager and heaviest stockholder 
still untold, and people are saying if it effects 
neither Mr. Moen or any of his family, what 
harm can come through the telling. 

Here is what one of Wilson’s lawyers said 
to a New York World correspondent: 

“The prosecution of this case is entirely 
outside the question of blackmail. Mr, 
Wilson came to us and said he had a contract 
with Mr.*Moen which*ythat gentleman had 
failed to carry out. We are suing purely and 
simply to secure the fulfillment of that con- 
tract. As stated by Wilson, suit was brought 
against him by two women for $50,000 each 
and by the father of one of them for another 

,000. Mr. Moen believed that the 
trial of the suit would involve himself and 
he asked Wilson to settle the cases. Wilson 
said he could not do it, his money was all tied 
up, and anyhow he had a good defense, Moen 
insisted that there should be a compromise, 
and offered Wilson $100,000 to effect it, besides 
what he would have to Ry in settlement. 
Wilson, acting upon this Offer, compromised 
the three snits for $16,000, using*for the pur- 
pose money that Mr. Moen gave him. oen 
only paid Wilson $20,000. The $4,000 balance 
reduced his indebtedness to Wilson $96,000, 
and it is for this sum and the interest that we 
ane suing. Now, that’s simple enough, isn’t

“Very simple, indeed, as yon state, but you 
gouore entirely the fact that Wilson had been 
getting thousands and hundreds of thousands 
of dollars from Mr. Moen and”—— 

“Why, certainly, I ignorethat or anything 
else that does notappertain to the case,” in- 
terposed the Jawyer, with a smile. ‘You 
must not lose sight of the fact that we are 
suing to enforce the carrying out of a contract 
It is not Wilson’s place to bring in anything 
about other moneys paid to him by Mr. Moen, 
and, although Mr. Moen has done it, I don’t 
see that it has helped his case any.” 

‘Let me ask the blunt question what Wilson 
said;to you in explanation of his receiving 
from Moen three great sums ef money?” 

“And let me answer you just as bluntly that 

Wilson gave no reason for it.” 

“You don’t mean tosay that you don’t know 
what gave Wilson the power he has exercised 
to get these large sums from Mr, Moen?’ 

“I mean to say frankly this: That I don’t 
know what this secret is, if there be a secret. 
Wilgon has never told me, and I am very cer- 
tain that he has never told Mr. West, my col- 
league. I am furthermore of the decided 
opinion that Mr. Moen has not told his law- 
yers what is between Wilson and himself. 
Whatever has occured between them I do not 
think bas been confided to any third person.” 

‘‘Then you do believe that there is a secret 
of come sort ?” 

“Tt looks that way.” 

“And the nature of it?” 

“Ah, that you will have to hunt for in some 
other quarter. We have had, you know, all 
sorts Of speculations concerning it. One theory 
that has found favor is that a murder was com- 
mitted.

it is now a settled fact that the tariff will 
play 2 prominent part in the parliamentary 
elections, The British workingmen are or- 
ganized into trades unions and Knuights of 
Labor. These bodies have adopted resolu- 
tions favoring heavy customs duties on for- 
eign importations. 

The present attitude of parties is such as 
to give the workingmen the balance of pow- 
er. The tories are already preparing to util- 
ize the tariff iesue, and Randolph Churchill 
is quoted as saying that protection will float 
the tory party into power. 

On the other hand, Mr. (:ladatone ts get- 
ting ready to combat the argumentsof the 
protectionists, buat the grand old man does 
not propose to commit himself prematurely. 
It is even said that if he finds a spontaneous 
demand for a protective tariff on the pari of 
the workingmen, he wil] go further in grant- 
ing protection to home industries than 
Churchill is prepared to go. 

This revolution of sentiment in England 
is not surprising when it is considered that 
she has been distanced by protection coun- 
tries, such as the United States and Germany. 
No country 1s going to stick to the free trade 
policy when she steadily loses by it, and Eng- 
land is in this situation. 

The growth of protection in England will 
not materially change the aspect of affairs in 
this country. Our free tradersare so power- 
less that it makes very little difference wheth- 
er they are entirely extinguished or not. 
Naturally the tremendous ‘‘iiop’’ of their 
model free trade country will go hard with 
them, but a few idle theorists here and there 
will doubtless keep up the fight.

The Free-Trade Scheme. 

The free trade journals and the organs of 
the whisky ring in the west are just now en- 
geged in making a terrible todo over the 
surplus revenue that is flowing into the 
United States treasury. They say this sur- 
pilus represents unnecessary taxes wrung 
from the people, and they propose to remely 
thi§ evil, not by abolishing a form of taxa- 
tion that is essentially a war measure and 
peculiarly un-American, to-wit, the interaal 
revenue system, but by revising the tariff, 


This revision of the tariff they call revenue 


reform, and they propose to inaugurate this 
reform, and thus do away with the surplus, 
by reducing import duties. 

This is the proposition, but it is a little 
singular that the partisans who are so Joudly 
in favor of continuing the internal revenue 
system, which is the embodiment of a good 
deal of meanness and spitefulness in one 
way and another, have never paused to reflect 
that asimple reduction of customs duties, 
instead of decreasing the surplus would have 
the direct effect of largely increasing it. To 
rednce the import tax on the prodacts of 
foreign labor to a point where these articles 
could compete with our home prodacts 
would be to largely increase importation, 
and the increased importation would swell 
the surplus. 

This is the meaning of Mr. Morrison’s 
slogan, “‘A tariff for revenue only,’’ or else 
the slogan is meaningless. If ‘‘a tariff for 
revenue only’’ means a tafiff for revenue, it 


aleo means that, with the internal revenue 


system still in operation, the surplus in the 
treasury would grow to larger proportions. 
In other words, a high tariffis not arevenue 
tariff.

Our dispatches this morning state that a 
London court.has declared the marriage of 
Mrs. Arthur Seabright to be null and void. 

This is as remarkable a case in its way as 
the famous Wilson-Moen suit which is now 
stirring this country to the center.

Unlike many amateurs of less refined taste, there 
was none of the strained affectation, none of the 
tremulous treble to make one nervous. The clear 
young voice rose and fell like the lay of 
some bird on its own native bough.

sorrow that Dickens wasted so much genius in 
such a loose jointed story with ouly the merit of 
the bitterest satire in its production. Concluding 
he read the pitifuly death of ‘‘Joe’’ in a mannez 
that I never heard before. The essay was a fine 
one, and but for the author’s desire that it should 
not be, I should like to see it published, 


This Athen:eum is a good place to go to. There 
is but one drawback. Readings, essays and recti- 
tations are all tco leng, Vointed and pithy they 
should ail be, for in such an assembly many grow 
wearied who are too good-natured toshow it, and 
many are bored who are too weli bred te let it be 
known. Mr. Everett's readings fiom Pickwick 
were excellent, and heartily enjoyed. Other fea-

Work to be Gonducted by the Evangelist— 
Education of Colored Teachers. 
From the Nashville Banner, 

As the Banner stated Satarday Mr. Sam W, 
Small, the evangelist, has been in the city several 
days.. The purpose of his coming Nashville at 
this time was to arrange for tho transfer into his 
hands of the office of commissioner of education 
under the direction of the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south. Thisis a very important position 
in the educational schemes of the great church, as 
the following facts demonstrate: 

After the late war the southern Methodists, in 
their care for their colored membership, arranged 
for their constitution as a church under the title of 
the ‘Colored Episcopal Church in America,” and 
as such, with ite corps of bishops, it has made 
exceptionally excellent progress. Its greatest 
poverty. of resources has been m the lack 
of trained and efficient men to teach and 
preach to its membership and their children. In 
1882 they petitioned the genera] conference of the 
Southern Methodist church to take cognizance of 
their needs in this regard and undertake a schome 
for their relief. This the general conference did 
by providing fora “‘commissioner of education”’ 
tobe appointed by the bishops in consultation 
with the bishops of the colored church whose 
duties should be to undertake the establishment 
ef afund in aid of institutions for the education 
of teachers and preachers from the ranks of the 
colored church, Rev. W. 0, Dunlap, of Georgia, 
has been such commissioner fortwo years, and 
under his labors the Paine Institute, at Augusta, 
Ga., has been erected into an establishment, and 
will soon attain the conditions which will give it 
$25,000, a donation from Rev. Moses U. Paine, of 
Missouri. The institote is alceady accomplishing 
bereficial results. Rev. Mr. Dunlap, feeling that 
the interests in his charge demanded a wider 
aud more energetic representation, besought Mr. 
Fam Small to take the office, and yesterday the 
arrangements for the transfer were perfected, 

In conversation with a Banner reporter this 
morving, Mr, Small was asked: 

“Why have you consented to accep! this office?’’ 

‘‘Becange fitends and officials in the church be- 
lieve that I ought to do so. They think I am 
qualified for the peculiar duties of the office and 
that I] wil] be able to accomplish. a greater amount 
of real, practical good in this direction than in 
any other. Yielding to their Judgement [ have 
agreed to the appointment and will consecrate my 
energies to its duties.”’ 

‘‘Where does your field of labor lie?’’ 

“Tt covers the world, you might say. I can Come 
and go whenever and wherever it appears thatI 
can eccomplish the purpose of my mission.”’ 

“Will it put an end to your evangelisfic labors?”’ 

“Certainly not. I can and will do evangeiistic 
work right along. I believe thatsort of work is io 
line with the duties of my office and will greatly 
aid in the eccomplishment of its ends.”’ 

‘Have you any determined programme as yet of 
your future movements?” 

“Not yet. Iwillnotfully arrange a schedule 
until the first of the year.

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As will be seen the machine is a simp'e 
combination of upright bars which stand over 
thesupply pipe which conveys the water 
fiom the main into the premises.
